Mr. Amory: 

Reported that Park Armstrong and Henry Loomis, speaking for USIfc, had 
asked that Mr, I I conduct a survey on intelligence support for USIA 

to include information received by the intelligence community from this 
agency (USIA), The Director noted he had no objection, provided this was 
agreeable to Mr. I l and he could find the time to do it. Mr. Amory 

undertook to discuss this matter further with Mr. i I 25X1 

Colonel White: 

Referred to a project which proposed the construction of a Records Center 
l and stated that a thorough survey indicated there was no suitable 
available Government-owned space which could be utilized for this activity. 

The Director approved the project as originally presented to him. 

Mr. Kirkpatrick: 

a. Reported that Henry DuFlon, a member of the White House staff who is 
working on a Foreign Service Bill, had briefed Mr. Reynolds and others on 
his findings and agreement had been reached that a representative of CIA 
would attend future discussions of this bill, together with representatives 25X1 
of other agencies who are concerned. 


b. Reported that the fourteen freshmen Congressmen had accepted our 
invitation to meet with Agency officials. The conference will take place 
at 8:00 a.m. on 14 April, in the Director’s Conference Room. 
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
